— Under Section 12(d) of the 
Tariff Commission Act. 1951. the Government of India re- 
quested the Tariff Commission to undertake a full-scale 
price enquiry in the match Industry with a view to establishing 
the cost of production In ‘A’, ‘B\ ‘C &. ‘D’ class factories ana 
to recommend fair e.r-factory and wholesale selling prices for 
matches. The Commission were also requested to examine : — 

(i) whether there has been a deliberate fragmentation 
of ‘B’ and ‘C’ class factories with a view to avail 
of the lower rates of excise duty in the lower slabs 
and, if so. to suggest remedial measures; and 

(il) whether there is still a case for giving protection to 
small and medium type factories and, if so, whether 
the continuance of the existing slab rates of excise 
duty for the purpose is justified, 

2. The Tariff Commission submitted its report in January 
last year, The main conclusions and recommendations of 
the Commission are briefly summarised below : — 

T. (1) If a uniform selling price for matches is a desidera- 
tum steps should be taken as early as possible by 
the State Governments to levy uniform sales tax on 
matches throughout Tndia and the tax should bo 
levied only on the net value of matches, i.e„ selling 
price less excise dutv included in the price. The 
rate of sales tax in all States In Tndia should be res- 
tricted to a ceiling of 4 per cent on the net value 
of matches. 

fli) As it will not be possible or expedient to fix 
retention prices for each unit or class, and the 
object is to enable uniform retail prices to be 
maintained, we can only prescribe the celling prices 
which can be declared as wholesale destination 
prices of factories. If this wholesale price is fixed 
at not exceeding Rs. 7.62 per gross of 50’s ordinary 
matches for the Western India Match Company, It 
would set the patterns of lower wholesale prices 
other factories must needs adopt according to their 
ability to market. Pending implementation of the 
recommendation about the sales tax on matches In 
the States, which mav fake some time, for the 
interim period the Western India Match Company 
may be allowed to charge different rates in the 
different States subject to an average of Rs. 7.62 
per gross and a maximum of Rs, 7.68 as at 
present. 

(iii) Contrary to the under! ring objective of stimulating 
the growth and expansion of small scale units, the 
existing slab rates of excise dutv have acted as a 
disincentive for expansion of production and the 
excise differentials have induced not only a delibe- 
rate fragmentation of bigger units Into smaller ones 
to take advantage of the high duty concessions for 
the lowest slab rates but also a mushroom growth of 
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small scale units in class ‘C\ This has brought 
about unhealthy competition from the small scale 
units arul entailed loss of excise revenue to Govern- 
ment. The beneficiaries in this process were the 
middlemen comprising the trade-ewn-financier, the 
up-country middlemen and other tiers in the distri- 
butive hierarchy, inclusive always of the retailer. 

(iv) The present slab system of excise duties should be 
scrapped, 

( v j The present differentials in the levy of excise duty 
for different classes of match manufacturing units 
cannot be justified on the basis of their respective 
costs of manufacture, and the following scales of 
excise duty may be laid down for the tour classes 
of units : 


For ‘A’ class

(hi) Government should give careful consideration to 
the complaints of W1MCO about difficulties in 
prompt shipment of splints and timber from the 
Andaman Islands and provide necessary facilities 
tor the removal thereof. 

(iv) Ihe State Governments, particularly the Govern- 
ment of Madras, should initiate necessary measures 
for tackling the problem of small scale units in the 
marketing of their products and their exploitation 
by middlemen. The problem presents itself in the 
most acute form in the Madras -State but offers 
favourable prospects for the establishment of several 
full-fledged sales eo-operalives with adequate 
membership.
